NOTICE  REGARDING  HOG  CHOLERA

Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  infectious  disease  known  as  cholera  exists 
in  swine  in  the  following-named  States  of  the  United  States : Alabama,  Cali- 
fornia, Colorado,  Florida,  Georgia,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Ken- 
tucky, Louisiana,  Maryland,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Mississippi,  Missouri,  Ne- 
braska, New  York,  North  Carolina,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Oklahoma,  Oregon, 
Pennsylvania,  South  Carolina,  South  Dakota,  Tennessee,  Texas,  Virginia,  Wash- 
ington, West  Virginia,  and  Wisconsin. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  May  29,  1884,  prohibits  the 
interstate  transportation  of  livestock  affected  with  any  con- 
tagious, infectious,  or  communicable  disease,  and  provides  a 
penalty  for  its  violation  of  a fine  of  not  less  than  $100  nor 
more  than  $5,000  or  imprisonment  not  more  than  1 year,  or 
both.
